There the 
cafe proprietor, whose name was 
Wilhelm Walb, apologized for the 
incident. 

Many of the German people of 
Coblenz, finding the American 
troops liberal in their treatment of 
them, are growing. bold in their at- 
titude. The children are fi#ppant 
and the adults are openly antag- 
onistic. All ‘American troops, 
whether on gtiard duty or not, have 
teen ordered to carry arm. The 
bottle incident was the only case 
so far of attempted violence.

The very careful health sur- 
vey conducted during the past two 
years in Framingham, Mass., revealed |

tlon of approximately 15,000. If these : 
proportions hold true for the United | 
States us a whole they would indicate | 
that about one in every hundred per- 
sons is tuberculous. Each of these 
constitutes a source of danger to be 
guardcd against.” 
What to Do. 

In his statement to the public Sur- 
geon General Blue points out how 
those who have had tnfluenza should 
protect themselves against tuberculo- 
sis. “All who hawe recovered from in- 
flucuza,” says the Surgeon General, 
“should have their lungs carefully ex- 
amined by a competent physician. In 
fuct, it is desirable to have several ex- 
aminations made a month apart. Such | 
examinations cannot be made through 
the clothing nor can they be carried 
out In two or three minutes. If the 
lungs are found to be free from tuber- 
culosis every effort should be made to 
keep them so. This can be done by 
right living, good food and plenty of 
fresh air.” 


Danger Signe. 

The Surgeon General warned espe: 
cially against certain danger signs, 
such as “decline” and “colds which 
hang on.” 

These, he explained, were often the 
beginning of tuberculasis. “If you do 
not get well promptly, if your cold 
seems to hang on or your health and 
strength decline, remember that these 
‘are often the early signs of tuberculo- 
sis. Place yourself at once under the 
care of a competent physician. Tuber- 
culosis is curuble in the early stages.

“Above all do not trust In the mis- 
leading statements of unscrupulous

eases After the Influenza 
Epidemic Probable. 


Influenza Expected to Lurk for Months, 
How to Guard Against Pneumonia. 
Common Colds Highly Catching—Im- 
portance of Suitable cheeniog—cauld 
Save 100,000 Lives. 


Washington, D, C.—With the subsid- 
ence of the epidemic of influenza the 
attention of health officers is directed 
to pneumonia, bronchitis and other 
diseases of the respiratory system 
which regularly cause a large number 
of deaths, especially during the winter 
season. According to Rupert Blue, 
Surgeon General of the United States 
Public Health Service, these diseases 
will be especially prevalent this win- 
ter unless the people are particularly 
careful to obey health instructions, 

“The present epidemic,” said Sur- 
geon General Blue, “has taught by bit- 
ter experience how readily a condition 
beginning apparently as a slight cold 
may go on to pneumonia and death. 
Although the worst of the epidemic is 
over, there will continue to be a large 
number of scattered cases, inany of 
them mild and unrecognized, which 
will be danger spots to be guarded 
ugainsr.” The Surgeon General tikened 
the present situation to that after a 
great fire, saying, “No fire chief v ho 
understands his business stops playing 
the lose on the charred debris as soon 
os the tlanes and visible fire have dis- 
appeared. On the contrary, he con- 
tinues the water for hours and even 
days, for he knows that there is dan- 
ker of the fire rekindling from smol- 
dering embers.”
